The following is the platform adopted by
the Democratia Convention at Harfshurg;
also the ballots for the cundidates for Gov-
arnor:—

The Democracy of Peunsyl'vania, in con-
venlion met, do unanimously, declare:—

Pirst, That the Fedeval Government is
lmited to the grants contained in the Fodaral
Constitution; that the exoercise of doubtiul
constitutionsl powers is dangerons fo the
stability of the Government and the safety of
the peophes; and the Deomooratic parby will
never consenh that the Siate of Penunsylvania
shall suryender her great right of local self-
govermmment,

Beocand. That the attempted ratifioation of
the proposed fifigenth amendmont to the
Fodarl Constifution by the radical membiers
of the lwst Logislature, and their prefusal to

submit the same to n vote of the p aple, was
n deliberate brench of their official daty and
an ontrage upon every citizen of the Siate,
pid the resolution making such ratiffaation
shonld be promptly repenled, and the mmand
ment sabimitted to the people pt the polls for
neceptance or rejeotion,

Third. That the Democratio party of Penn-
sylyania is urpnuwl to eonferring nupon the
negro the right t8 voto: and we do emphati-
cilly deny that there is any right or powet in

Why Hancock Did Not Consent to be n Unp-
didnte.

As onr Harrisburg speeciels intimated yes-
terday, General Hancock forwarded some time
ago to his friends a letter prohibiting the use
of his name in the nominations for a Guber-
natorial candidate. This is the text of the
comupinnieation: —

ST, Pavr, Minn., May 21, 1860.—Dear Sirs:—1 had
the pleasure to recelve your favor of May 1 last just
before leaving Washington for the Weat, My oce-
pations and duties prevented me from prompily re-
plylog to your communication, and such ls to bo pe-
grietied, for | was as woell preparéd to express to you
my views then as now, and by ‘having promptly
written 1 wonld have avolded the appearance of
hesitation. My views on the subject cencernin
which you address me have never changed, and
have freely expressed them to all persons who have
In sny form communicated with me to that omd, |
am averse to obtruding myself upon the publie, and
have therefore avolded writing anyvthing for publioa-
tion, although I have authoriged my correspondents
10 make any other proper use of my sentiments, [
write to you with the same limitation as to the pur-
pose to wiich wmy letter may be applied, and for the
Bame reasons,

1 feel highly honored by the preference shown me
in 0ld Northampton, as expressed in your letter; but
notwithstanding the high honor which yon propose
to confer by casting your lnfuence for me (6 the
nominating convention for Governor, now close at
hand, I must state, and without reservation, that
under existing clreomstances 1 csnnot permit the
use of my naimne o that connectien. Wera I in clvil
ire, no distinetion would be more agreeable to me
than to be Governor of Peansylvania, I have, how-
ever, Tollowed the profession of arig since boyhooi,
and now that 1 have aequired considerable rank, do
not.wish to abandon it and enter upon a life for
which 1 am much less preparcd by experlence or
education, ’

In declining to permit the use of my name, 1 have
congidered that no fojury would result to the State,
for there are numbers of distinguished men, Know.
ing Its infercsts far better than myself, whom the
people would be pleased to honor, and Who gould
render more efficlent services to the people of Poun-
sylvania than myself.
